Dr. M. F. Gerrish, secretary of 
the city board of health, today is­ 
sued a statement addressed to resi­ 
dents, asking them to refrain from 
throwing fruit peelings, paper sacks 
and other waste material on the im ­ 
proved streets until some arrange­ 
ment i- made 
to 
keep 
them in a 
clean and sanitary condition. 
The 
notice also asks the merchants not 
to dump the sweepings 
from their 
stores 
into 
the 
streets 
as 
such 
debris is blown about and adds to 
the already insanitary condition of 
the paved street-. 


It has been suggested that if resi­ 
dents will co-operate in carrying out 
this instruction much of the debri- 
can be kept from the streets. 
It is 
pointed out that already such trash 
is collecting along the curb lines on 
tin* paved streets, especially in the 
business section, and 
also 
in the 
residential parts of the city that are 
close to the center of the city and 
get the 
heavy 
daily travel. 
The 
health officer says that it 
for no

reason 
sanitation 
demands 
that effort should be made to pre­ 
vent the 
further 
accumulation of 
such trash. 
It has been proposed that tempo­ 
rary cans or 
other 
containers be 
placed at
